“Under the present administration 
all payments for the Panama Canal 
have been made out of current rev- 
enves, amounting since March 4, 
1913, to date to $87.036,818.20. There 
is no necessity in my opinion for the 
igsuance of bonds. notwithstanding 
the continuance of the European war 
and its imevitable effects upon the 
revenues. TIT believe that {tt would be 
far preferable to continue to pay the 
expenditures for the Panama Canal 
out of current revenues, especially 
since the canal is almost completed 
and it is likely that the demands upon 
the treasury from that source will 
largely decrease in the near future. 
Tf the policy is adopted of providing 
sufficient revenues to cover the Pan- 
ama Canal payments as well as all 
other demands on the treasury, it will 
probably be broad enough to take 
care of any railway fluctuations in 
the revenues and expenditures of the 
government in the futvre. There- 
fore. if bonds are not issued for Pan- 
ama Canal payments, the total amount 
of new revenue required for the fiscal 
year 1917 (assuming. as before stated, 
that the present duty on sugar and 
the emergency revenue taxes are con- 
tinved.) is $112,896.394.22. in which 
is included the sum of $93,800 000 for 
preparedness or new measures for 
the national defense. This amopnt 
can easily be raised by the internal 
taxation without appreciable burdens 
upon the American people. The re- 
sources and wealth of the country 
are #0 great and are increasing so 
rapidly that the needs of the gov- 
ernment for its normally growing ex- 
penditures and for the carrying out 
of the larger procramme for national 
defense can readily be met. Merely 
as sugeestions. I would say that con- 
sideration may well be given to in- 
creasing the rates of taxation on in- 
dividual and corporate incomes and 
of reducing the exemption under the 
present law of $3000 for single and 
$4000 for -married persons to $2000 
and $2000. respectively. The eurtax 
could begin at $10,000 or $15,000 in- 
stead bf $20,000 as provided at pres- 
ent. 

“In addition to any increases that 
may be made in the corporation and 
individual income tax, a tax could be 
imposed on such products as gasoline. 
crude and refined oils, horse power of 
automobiles and other internal com- 
bustion engines, and various other 
erticles not necessary to mention.

ARE EXPLAINED. 


Impracticable Regulation of 
Railroads is Blamed. 


Charles Schaff of M.K..& T. 
Issues a Statement. 


High Wages for Employees 
Called Prime Cause. _ 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE} 

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 25.—*Impracti- 
cable regulatory policies,” of Federal 
and State agencies and the failure of 
the public to see to it “that the regu- 
lating authorities give railroads fair 
treatment” were pointed to as the 
principal causes of railroad recei 
ships in a statement issued here to- 
day by Charles E. Schaff, president 
and receiver of the Missouri, Kansas 
and Texas Railroad. 

The statement, which was in an- 
swer to a statement of Henry N. Pope, 
president of the Farmers’ Union of 
Texas, calling on the men who actual- 
ly manage railroads to “speak up” 
as to the responsibility for railroad 
receiverships in the Southwest, follows 
in part: 

“So far as the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas is concerned, the ‘plain truth’ 
is as usual, simple. 

“The railroads’ revenues, limited by 

State agencies,

“Increases in groas earnings have 
been more than swallowed up by in- 
creasing waxes to employees, increas- 
ing taxes and increasing expenditures, 
enforced by impracticable regulatory 
policies that have not benefited the 
public. 

“So long as the public does not dis- 
charge its duty to gee to it that the 
regulating authorities give the rail- 
roads fair treatment, the public 
should expect to assume a large share 
of responsibility of railway bank- 
ruptcy.” 


PRIDE LEADS

DUNKIRK {France) Oct. 30.—Next 
to his rifle, every soldier values most 
of ali his entrenching tools, which 
consist of a small wooden handle 
not quite two feet long and a de- 
tachable iron cross-piece with a pick 
at one end and a sharp narrow spade 
at the other. Men cling to their en- 
trenching tools when they have had 
to discard nearly every other article 
of equipment. A man without an en- 
trenching tool feels that he is of rather 
less value as a soldier than if he had 
no uniform. Without this little pick 
and spade he must lie out in the open 
after an advance instead of scraping 
for himself a little mound for cover. 
When there is any movement in the 


lines most of the entrenching work 
is done with these little tools. It is 
only when a position has been solidly 
won and is to be occupied more or less 
permanently that large picks are 
brought up and put into use. 

The infantryman needs no urging 
to dig. It becomes the merest instinct 
to realize that his life depends on 
providing himself with proper cover. 
And this instinct is strong erough to 
conquer even the overpowering desire 
for sleep which comes at the close of 
a long day’s hard fighting and which 
at nightfall often makes even the con- 
sumption of food seem superfluous. 
Frequently the tired infantryman after 
ten or twelve hours of fighting must 
struggie from dusk to midnight with 
his entrenching tools; not til] his cov- 
er is snug and sound does the sol- 
dier dare to curl himself up in his pit 
and take the coveted forty winks in 
preparation for the counter-attack 
which is almost certain to come be- 
fore dusk. | 

A soldier's letter tells about a Brit- 
ish regiment that boasted they did not 
dig. “It was a very gallant regiment,” 
he writes, “with a large share in the | 
battle honors of Britain's past wars. 
They had charged at Balaclava; they 
had fought in every corner of the 
globe. But they had not been taught 
to dig; it was beneath them. They 
were nominally a cavalry regiment, 
with a cavalry regiment's foolish ideas 
of caste. 

“And here is what happened to 
them not far from Mons. The regi- 
ment had been rushed into a ga 
to cover the flank of an infantry bri- 
gade. Because they were dismounted, 
an infantry officer offered them some 
friendly advice, urging them to pro- 
vide themselves with some kind of 
cover. But they laughed, took their 
position, and lay down in the open. 
"We don’t dig,’ they boasted proudly. 
Poor gallant fellows—ten minutes 
later a battery found them and 
sprayed them off tbe face of earth 
as the little bugs &tre cleaned off a 
rose bush by the gardener’s spray.”

Turning to the Simple Things. 
[New York Commercial:]}

On the battlefields of Europe sugar. 
salt, tincture of iodine and common 
Sarlic have superseded drugs and 
chemicals with high sounding names. 
Sugar is used as a dressing for wounds 
already infected. The British govern- 
ment has found that wounded men on 
ships whose injuries have been washed 
with common sea water make better 
recoveries than those treated in fleld 
hospitals, the conclusion being that the 
waters of thé ocean are an ideal anti- 
septic. Tincture of iodine, a prepara- 
tion as olf as the hills, is the favorite 
protection against lockjaw; and so it 


Of all these reversions to grand- 
mother’s specifics, however, the dis- 
covery that garlic is almost a cure-all 
is the most striking. Doctors who 
prescribe and vee only the more cost-

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ERMAN WAR FINANCE. 

J German war finance can best be de- 
scribed as being carried on by means of a 
gigantic state pawnshop with branches ram-— 
ifying throughout the land. “Note-issuing 
concerns—war-loan banks, war-aid banks, 
war-credit banks and “mortgage banks-—es- 
tablished throughout the country for the 
purpose of making advances against real 
_gnd personal property. Advances ‘to the 
extent of 75 per cent. are being. made on 
government securities and to the extent of 
-45 per cent. on other securities and on 
produce; while by means of the mortgage 
banks advances are being madé on the 
mortgage of properties. These advances 
are not made in gold, but in notes, which 
are made legal tender and perform the 
usual functions of mioney. With the ad- 
varices (notes) thus obtained on pledced 
security the German people are enabled 
to subscribe to the successive war loans, 
says the Protectionist of Poston. 

Ge-man money has virtually become pawn 
tickets of varying denominations, expressed 
in multiples of marks or in subdivisions of 
a mark ang having an enforced currency 

for the payment of goods, of services and 
of debts. As long as these notes. issued 
against a miscellaneous assortment of real 
and persona! property, will be accepted by 
the farmer in payment for his grain, by 
the menufacturer for his goods, and by the 
workman for his labor, there is no reason 
why the war, from the German economic 
standpoint, should not go on. The whole 
system rests on the implicit confidence that 
these “pawn tickets” will always be ac- 
cepted by others in payment for goods and 
services and will eventually be redeemed. 
For a time there-is nothing to prevent all , 
the internal exchange operations beine con- 
ducted in Germany with their customary 
emoothness: but the savings of the 
man people are nevertheless being con- |

LECTRIO LOCOMOTIVES. 

_ The long-promised substitution of elec- 
tricity for steam on long lines of railway 
is about to take place. Early next month 
the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul Rail- 
way will give a “tryout” to the first of its 
new immense electric locomotives that are 
to haul freight and passenger trains over 
the mountain divisions from Harlowton, 
Mont., to Avery, Idaho. In January a trol- 
ley system will be placed in operation and 
steam traction abandoned over a 440-mile 
stretch. This, with other work in opera- 
tion or nearing completion, will give the St. 
Paul and Milwaukee road 640 miles operat- 
ing under the electric system. This will | 
cost the road $15,000,000 for installation, 
but will immensely reduce the cost of oper- 
ating the road. 

Fifty electrical locomotives wil] be re- 
quired for the mountain divisions of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul. The first 
one of these has just been placed on exhi- 
bition in Chicago. It weighs 260 tons. Its 
engines are 112 feet long. The drivers are 
fifty-two inches in diameter and are spaced 
at ten-foot intervals. This locomotive will 
haul 2500-ton loads over 1l-per-cent. grades

club lquor license ordinance before 
the Public Welfare Committee next 
Monday morning promises to develop 
a warm fight. with possibly a ma- 
jority and a minority report from the 
committee to the Council. The chief 
point of contention will be a proposal 
to require the loca) brewertes to pav 
a wholesale liquor dealers’ license of 
$100 a month so that the breweries 
may be placed under jurisdiction of 
the Police Commission. 

The license ordinance in 
has been in the hands of the Public 
Welfare Committee for three or four 
months and in tts present form it was 
Grafted by Councilman Topham, who 
was named a committee of one by the 
Welfare Committee, and Police Com- 
missioner Owen. Starting out simply 
to impose more strict regulation on 
the socia) clubs, the ordinance was 
broadened “to increase the license for 
wineries and to give the Police ‘‘om- 
mission regulatory power over the 
brewertes. Another clause was also 
added to provide that when the holder 
of a saloon license dies his heirs 
may retain the title to the license so 
that the estate may have the benefit 
of its transfer value . 

Counciiman Topham the 
wholesale license for brewertes for 
the reason. he saya, that the brewer- 
lee are delivering their product to 
private homes and to other places 
where there t« a suspicion that hauor 
te belne disposed of without the sanc- 
tion of the Pol'ce Commission. The 
only way in which such deliveries 
ean be controlled, Counctiman Ton- 
ham savas, is to require all breweries 
delivering beer other than to whole- 
eale or retail liquor dealers to take 
out wholesale licenses, 

In presenting his arcuments for the 
erdinance as it stands next Monday 
Councltiman Topham savs he will pre- 
eent a Net of the Federal liquor li- 
cenees tasued in Los Angeles and this 
et. he savs, will be larger by sev- 
eral hundred than the list of lauvor 
licenses issued by the Police Commis- 
sion.
